The Applicant's arguments filed 7/17/03 have been fully considered, but they are not convincing. 

As to a plurality of loops (claims 15, 23 and 30) Brownlee discloses a coil, a coil defined as multiple turns of wire or a plurality of loops of 
wire, the coil shown as wound in a substantially common plane (figure 3 - ref. # 34 and figure 3b - ref. # 54; col. 5 @ 46-63). 

As to being wound around a central core (claims 15 and 23), Silvan teaches the coil being wound around a core (col. 6 @ 55-58). 

As to loops being positioned with a constant gap (claims 15 and 23), Renken treaches loops being positioned with a substantially 
constant gap (col. 7 @ 10-23). 

As to the flexible housing (claims 2, 8-10 and 13), Brownlee teaches the bed or chair being the flexible housing (col. 2 @ 15-21). 

As to the second coil operating at a different opeational frequency (claim 30), the transmission frequency defined by the protocol to 
connect the internal and external coils of each unique device is read as creating unique operating frequencies (coL 3 @ 40-50).
